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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant states that Ouong is not concerned 
with incremental remote loading. In response, Ouong discloses an incremental linker to process only the changed modules. The 
incremental linker updates an executable by relinking only those modules that have changed (page 2). 

Per 101 rejection, simply including the word, "computer implemented" cannot overcome the rejection. Whether a method/system includes 
"computer-implemented" or not, whether the word "tangible" has been inserted before medium or whether the steps could be performed 
using, e.g., pencil and paper, are all immaterial to making a determination as to whether the subject matter is patent-eligible. Likewise, for 
a system or an apparatus or a machine to be a physical object, at least one recited element must be hardware. Because all elements, 
dependent reader means and independent linker means in the claims would have been reasonably interpreted in light of the disclosure by 
one of ordinary skill as software alone, the claims are directed to software per se and is non-statutory.
